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Woman 
dies in 
blaze at 
her flat 

A WOMAN died after a fire 
broke out in the living room 
of her flat in Stourbridge. 

The 63-year-old, who has 
not been named, was found 
dead at the property in 
Baylie Court, Green Street, 
Stourbridge, last week. 

Fire, ambulance and 
police crews were called to 
the block of flats, off Stour¬ 
bridge Ring Road, after 
receiving an emergency call 
at around 10am on Friday. 

They arrived to discover a 
fire in the living room of the 
lOth-floor flat. During a 
search of the property, crews 
found the dead woman. 

Damage 

A joint fire and police 
investigation was launched 
to discover the cause of the 
blaze. 

But police later said the 
death was not being treated 
as suspicious. 

The main entrance to the 
15-storey block of flats 
remained sealed off for more 
than three hours following 
the fire as investigations 
were carried out. 

Fire service spokesman 
Jeremy Sharpe said the 
blaze had caused around 15 
per cent damage to the prop¬ 
erty. 

“The fire remained con¬ 
fined to the living room, 
which we believe is where it 
started,” he said. 

He said the woman had 
lived at the flat. 

Tutors opt

Lecturers David Muritu 
and Jason White together 
with two other tutors have 
lodged their case with the 
employment tribunal in 
Birmingham.

POLICE will be based in 
Stourbridge’s Ryemarket 
shopping centre at week¬ 
ends as part of a new crime 
prevention scheme. 

Officers say a high visibility pres¬ 
ence in the town’s main shopping 
centre will help the drive against 
crime while also giving people the 
chance to report concerns. 

The police will be based near Home 
Bargains and Costa Coffee every Satur¬ 
day between 10am and 1pm. 

The move comes after the police oper¬ 
ated similar “Cop Shops” in Stourbridge 
and Halesowen town centres over 
Christmas to tackle shoplifting. 

Ward councillor Barbara Sykes wel¬ 
comed the scheme saying it would foster 
stronger community relations between 
residents and police. 

Stourbridge officers will offer crime 
prevention advice and tips on personal 
safety, keeping belongings secure and 
protecting homes and vehicles. 

They will be able to register personal 
property on an online database called 
Immobilise. 

Excellent 

Officers will use a laptop to link 
belongings, such as mobile phones, bikes 
and computers, to the secure internet 
site. 

If those belongings are lost or stolen, 
police say there is a greater chance of be 
reuniting them with their owner. 

Sgt Ade George based at Stourbridge 
police station, said the shopping centre 
offered a more informal place for people 
to approach officers. 

He added: “After the excellent feed¬ 
back we received from the public about 
the Christmas Cop Shop, this one should 
be a successful way of engaging with the 
community and businesses. We welcome 
anyone to pop down and meet the team. 
We are here to listen to your concerns 
and help in any way we can. ” 

Councillor Sykes said the scheme was 
an excellent idea in light of reduced 
opening hours at the town’s police 
station. 

“The more the police come into the 
community, the more they will become 
part of the community,” she said.

Protest at 
hospital 
canteen 
cutbacks 

MORE than 600 patients, 
staff and volunteers have 
signed a petition against 
plans to scale back the 
canteen at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Bosses have revealed they 
want to reduce the opening 
hours of the canteen to save 
£110,000 a year. 

But the move has led to 
criticism from union officials 
who have started a petition 
to stop the plans. The propos¬ 
als have also put jobs at risk. 
There are 64 workers, and a 
consultation is under way. 

Under the plans, the 
canteen would close at week¬ 
ends and be open between 
7am and 2.30pm Monday to 
Friday. It is now open 7am to 
8pm each day. 

Tracy Wood of Unison, 
said: “Unison visited Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital to gauge 
reaction to the canteen 
closure and potential job 
losses. Not one person we 
spoke to agreed the changes 
should take place. 

“Long-serving canteen 
staff will lose their jobs 
because the Government has 
chosen to cut the NHS 
budget.” 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, has 
defended the move, saying: 
“This decision follows a com¬ 
prehensive review of footfall 
through the restaurant, 
which concluded there was 
very little footfall after the 
lunchtime service.” 

Residents in

Police chief unveils his 
new team of assistants 
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WEST Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner Bob 
Jones has announced the 
names of his three new assis¬ 
tants. 

He has picked former police authority 
chairman Mohammed Nazir to represent 
Wolverhampton and Walsall, Dudley 
councillor Judy Foster for the Dudley 
borough area and Sandwell, and Faye 
Abbot for Coventry and Solihull. 

They will each be paid £22,500 a year 
for just 10 days work a month. 

Mr Jones has also appointed four non¬ 
executive members, who are Brendan 
Connor, Ernie Hendricks, Tim Sawdon 
and former police officer Cath Hannon, 
who stood against Mr Jones in the police 
commissioner elections. They will be 
paid £7,500 for two days a month. 

Mr Jones is paid £100,000 a year and 
his deputy, Yvonne Mosquito, is paid 
£65,000 a year. 

The new represen¬ 
tatives will sit on the 
police commis¬ 
sioner’s Strategic 
Policing and Crime 
Board. 

Mr Jones said his 
job was too big for 
one person and that 
the overall budget for 
his office next year 
would be £100,000 
less than that of the 
former police author¬ 
ity. 

He said: “I am 
delighted to make these appointments. 
Individually, each has a strong track 
record of public service, relevant experi¬ 
ence, knowledge, and expertise. Among 
them there is a former chair and two 
vice-chairs of the police authority. 

“The three major political parties are 
represented, and the board members 
come from across the West Midlands. 
There is a mix of gender and ethnicity 
that is more representative of our area. 

“I intend to ask the Assistant PCCs 
and non-executive members to be ‘cham¬ 
pions’ who will lead on specific areas 
such as victims, health and liaison with 
the NHS, technology, equalities and 
human rights, and business.” 

The board of councillors that oversees 
the work of the commissioner objected to 
plans to appoint assistants, but Mr Jones 
pressed ahead.

Brothers 
jailed for 
£ 10,000 
damage 

TWO brothers who went on 
the rampage at a house in 
Stourbridge, have been 
jailed. 

They caused almost £10,000 
damage to the house and 
attacked the occupier with 
pick axe handles, a court 
heard. 

James and Kieran Taplin, 
aged 26 and 24, smashed 
windows of the house, then 
the glass of cars in the drive¬ 
way.

James Taplin of Hartle- 
bury Road, Lion Farm 
Estate, Oldbury, was con¬ 
victed of the Amblecote 
affray by a jury after a trial. 

He was jailed for 15 
months. 

Kieran Taplin, of Union 
Street, Stourbridge, admit¬ 
ted criminal damage and 
affray during the incident, 
and also admitted assaulting 
a boy and man in a separate 
incident in Wollaston. 

He was sent to prison for a 
total of 22 months.

Doomed bricks factory remains open 


A WELL-KNOWN brick factory is to remain 
in use for the near future despite operations 
being wound down there. 

Ibstock Brick announced the closure of its 
base in Tansey Green Road, Kingswinford, 
last July, blaming a decline in the demand 
for bricks. 

But a small number of workers remain at 
the site eight months after the announce¬ 
ment was first made, and despite operations 
being scaled down. 

And bosses have said the situation will 
continue for the time being as workers are 
needed to continue dispatching remaining 


products to customers and maintain site 
security. 

A date has still to be set for when the 
lamdmark factory, well-known in the area 
for its large stacks of neatly piled bricks, will 
close permanently. 

Consultation took place with the 31 
people employed at the site following the 
announcement that the factory was to close. 

Around 10 members of staff at the site 
were redeployed to other factories operated 
by Ibstock in the area. 

The firm blamed closure of the factory on 
tough trading conditions. 


Officials said the drop in business over 
recent years had forced bosses to have a 
rethink on how the firm operated. 

Group marketing manager for Ibstock 
Brick Andrew Halstead-Smith said there 
was no closure date set for the business. 

The company was formed in the 1800s 
and has run the Kingswinford factory for a 
number of years. It is one of more than 20 
bases the firm has in the UK, including fac¬ 
tories in Aldridge and Cannock. 

When the closure of the Kinswinford base 
was announced in July, bosses said the aim 
was to maintain “optimum operational effi¬ 


ciency” at the remaining factories. 

In Dudley alone there used to be 25 brick 
works but the heavy clay industry suffered a 
blow brought on by low levels of demand for 
building materials and the burden of energy 
taxes and the volatility in wholesale energy 
prices. 

This led to a pattern of closures. As well as 
the closure of the Ibstock Stourbridge 
Works, Baggeridge Sedgley Works shut in 
2009 following a takeover by the Austrian 
company Wienerberger. Himley, again 
owned by Ibstock, closed around 10 years 
ago.

Spring on hold as snow brings misery

SNOW and freezing temperatures 
brought misery to the West Midlands 
last week, shutting schools and 
causing major problems for com¬ 
muters. 

A fall of two inches of snow on 
Thursday night left 3,000 homes in 
the region without power. 

Scores of pupils got the day off as a 
number of schools and colleges failed 
to open on Friday. 

Among those in the Dudley 
borough closed were High Areal 
School, Sedgley. Cotwall End Primary 
School, Sedgley, opened later. 

In Sandwell schools including 
Brandhall Primary, The Meadows 
Sports College, Oldbury; Springfield 


Primary, Rowley Regis and Eaton 
Valley Primary, West Bromwich 
closed. 

A sponsored walk by children at St 
Paul’s Primary, Tipton, to help Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Cancer Care unit, 
attended by two of their pupils, was 
postponed. 

Twenty Sandwell schools closed, 
and council gritters worked through 
the night. Bin collections were 
expected to be normal, with residents 
advised to put their rubbish out on 
time. 

Then on Saturday, further heavy 
snow brought yet more misery 
across the region. 

Drivers faced treacherous driving 


conditions and many roads were 
blocked before 7am. 

Flights to and from Birmingham 
Airport were suspended on Saturday 
morning and passengers were advised 
to check their flights with the airline. 

It is thought this March may be the 
coldest since 1969. 

Predictions for this week and into 
April suggested unsettled conditions, 
with snow at times. Forecasters added 
that snow threatens the Midlands and 
the South on Easter Saturday. 

Forecaster Andrew Sibley said: “It 
is going to remain bitterly cold 
through the week with easterly winds 
keeping temperatures below freezing 
at night and just above during the day. 


A ROGUE trader who sold cars unfit for the 
roads to unsuspecting customers was told he 
had caused an “immense amount of damage 
and upset”, as he was jailed for a year. 

Former Brierley Hill man Geoff Badlan claimed the cars 
were in good condition as he tried to flog them on internet 
trading websites from his two garages, Wolverhampton 


Crown Court heard last 
week. 

The 38-year-old ran used 
car dealerships at West Lake 
Motors, in High Street, Pen- 
snett, and Himley Value 
Centre, in Himley Road, on 
the border of Dudley and 
South Staffordshire. 

One car he sold, a Golf 
GTi, had an insecure pas¬ 
senger seat that slipped 
forward five minutes after 
the customer drove away. 

Badlan claimed it had two 
previous owners and drove 
“superbly”. In fact it had 14 
former owners and its MoT 
certificate expired seven 
months earlier than the 
Auto Trader advert claimed. 
The vehicle had a catalogue 
of problems including low 
tread on the tyres and a 
broken exhaust. 

Victim 

On seeing the passenger 
seat fly forward into the 
dashboard, the victim 
returned to the dealership 
for a refund. He was told: “A 
deal is a deal.” Inspectors 
later said the Golf was not 
roadworthy when sold. 

Mark Jackson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said a few days later the 
same victim received a 
phone call from someone 
telling him it was his fault he 
had bought the car, and it 
was “tough”. 

Mr Jackson told the court 
that repeated attempts by 
Dudley Council’s trading 
standards department to 
invite the defendant to be 
interviewed under caution 
after complaints, were 
unsuccessful. 

Those delays prompted

trading standards and police 
to visit his businesses on 
June 25, where they found 
several unroadworthy cars. 
Prohibition notices were 
slapped on nine cars. 

Badlan, representing 
himself, said he had sold 
around 300 cars in a year 
and that he had received 
“five or six complaints”. He 
said at the time, his mar¬ 
riage was breaking down. 

Jailing him and giving him 
an anti-social behaviour 
order banning him from 
selling cars for 10 years, 
Judge Michael Challinor 
said: “You have caused an 
immense amount of damage 
and upset to a lot of people. 
This sentence is to punish 
you and deter other 
unscrupulous motor 

traders.” 

Badlan, who recently 
moved from Stourbridge 
Road, Brierley Hill, to Hall 
Road, Norwich, admitted six 
offences under the Road 
Traffic Act, 16 charges 
under consumer protection 
from unfair trading regula¬ 
tions and two offences under 
the Companies Act.

Church Road opposite the Old Swan 
pub. 

Ward councillor Qadar Zada says 
that the council has made good 
progress introducing the measures 
to improve air quality. 

But he says this must continue, 
adding: “We must keep moving 
forward on this and monitoring air 


quality following these measures 
will be key to seeing how well they 
are working.” 

He added: “The next stage will 
come with the changes to public 
health services over the next few 
months. ” 

A report on air quality on the 
borough’s busiest roads was to be 
outlined at Dudley Council’s envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny committee.

Man, 25, 
avoids jail 
for having 
drugs farm 

A LONG-STANDING drug 
habit saved a man from jail 
after a cannabis farm was 
found at his home. 

The drugs was uncovered 
when police were called fol¬ 
lowing a row between Jogin- 
der Niner and his girlfriend 
on Boxing Day, a court heard 
last week. 

Howard Searle, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Wolverhampton 
Court Court officers found 
28 plants being cultivated in 
a bedroom. The prosecution 
did not accept Niner was 
growing all the drugs for his 
own use. 

But the 25-year-old, who 
was renting the property in 
Old Bridge Walk, Rowley 
Regis, said: “I have been 
smoking cannabis since I 
was 14 and could not afford 
to keep buying it, so I 
decided to grow some.” 

None of the paraphernalia 
associated with dealing was 
found. Judge John Warner 
said: “There was no evi¬ 
dence of drug dealing.” 

Niner, of Hagley Road 
West, Oldbury, admitted 
producing cannabis and was 
given a four-month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for two 
years with £200 costs.

Trio are 
jailed for 
neglect 
of horses 

A FAMILY of three are 
behind bars after their long¬ 
term neglect of four horses 
they were keeping at a 
Dudley nature reserve. 

A court heard it was a 
miracle that the animals, 
which were all emaciated, 
had survived their 
ordeal.The horses had been 
kept at Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve, in Pensnett, 
Dudley, by Walter and 
Amanda Hickman and their 
son Kevin. 

RSPCA inspectors 

rescued the animals in 
December 2011, Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

The defendants, of 
Wallows Road, Pensnett, 
were jailed for more than 50 
animal cruelty offences. 

They admitted the 
charges but waited until the 
first day of a trial to do so. 

In sentencing, District 
Judge Michael Wheeler said: 
“I’m told you love animals, 
especially horses, and that 
you have kept them for 
many years and know what 
you are doing. I find that 
impossible to believe.” 

RSPCA inspector Jackie 
Hickman welcomed the sen¬ 
tences. 

She said: “Whilst tether¬ 
ing in itself is not an illegal 
practice, the many welfare 
problems that accompany it 
are worrying and we want to 
reassure people that the 
RSPCA is doing all we can to 
address the problems.”

New housing plans for derelict club site

PLANS to build four homes for 
young adults on the site of a 
derelict former war memorial club 
have been withdrawn and replaced 
with an alternative scheme for four 
houses, it has been revealed. 

The scheme to demolish Amble- 
cote War Memorial Club and build 
four detached care homes for 
young adults was submitted to 
Dudley Council in January but 
agents for applicant Bains Builders 
Limited said further consultation 
raised concerns over traffic. 

The applicant decided to with¬ 


draw the original scheme and 
submit a revised proposal for four 
regular houses on the site instead. 

These have now gone to Dudley 
Council for consideration. Under 
the new scheme, the dbuilding will 
still be demolished but will be 
replaced by houses - each with four 
en-suite bedrooms. 

They would be brick-built with 
the style in keeping with proper¬ 
ties in the area. Vehicles would use 
the existing access point in Amble- 
cote High Street and each house 
will have two car parking spaces. 


Agent Tommy Wong said in a 
report: “Following the recent sub¬ 
mission for four care homes 
further consultation took place. 

“Concerns were raised regard¬ 
ing excessive traffic flow going in 
and out of the site. It was therefore 
the applicant’s decision to with¬ 
drawn the application and re¬ 
submit a revised proposal. 

“All comments received have 
been taken on board and incorpo¬ 
rated in the scheme submitted as 
part of this application.” 

The former club building suf¬ 


fered vandalism, fire and weather 
damage since closing in 2002. 

It was founded in 1921 for ex- 
servicemen. Lack of bookings and 
activities was cited as reason for 
closure. The site was on the market 
for three years and had a guide 
price of £175,000 before being sold 
in September. The site includes a 
bowling green and a car park. 

Residents have called for action 
to clean up the site for years, 
saying that the building had 
become an eyesore on a main route 
into Stourbridge town centre. 


Badgers' burrowing blight 
continues to cause damage

Rules for 
safety on 
the cards 


PUPILS have designed a 
new card game to drive 
home a safety message to 
young people in the Dudley 
borough. 

Messages on bullying, 
internet safety, robbery, car¬ 
rying weapons and safer 
travel are all part of the 
innovative scheme. 

The Battle Cards have 
been created by pupils at 
Holly Hall Academy, Dudley, 
to encourage other children 
to be more streetwise, and 
were launched with the help 
of head boy Charly Bagley 
and head girl Gagandeep 
Sandhar. 

Pupils worked with 
Dudley’s community safety 
partnership Safe and Sound, 
school governors, police offi¬ 
cers and church leaders to 
create the card game which 
encourages youngsters to 
think about the choices they 
make. There is also informa¬ 
tion on support services in 
the borough. 

Last year a board game 
was launched to teach young 
people to think about their 
personal safety. 


A CUL-DE-SAC is being 
blighted by badgers tearing 
up gardens and burrowing 
into a sandstone bank near to 
homes, despite a long cam¬ 
paign by residents. 

People living in The Haven, Words- 
ley, have to clear up damage caused by 
the animals daily with plants uprooted 
and mess left on driveways. 

They say badgers have 
plagued the area for about 
four years but, because the 
animals are a protected 
species, finding a solution to 
the problem is difficult. 

Part of the sandstone 
bank was removed by 
Dudley Council following 
complaints to prevent debris 
from burrowing badgers 
causing damage to proper¬ 
ties. 

Residents say nothing had 
been done since and badgers 
still remain a constant 
problem. But they now face a 
wait for long-term solution. 

Surveys 

Dudley Council say they 
are waiting for guidelines 
from the Government and 
Natural England before 
deciding on the most appro¬ 
priate way forward. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
housing on the council, said 
while monitoring would con¬ 
tinue there was little else 
which could be done for now. 

“Regular surveys will be 
carried out but in the mean¬ 
time we are continuing to 
wait for guidelines,” he said. 

Resident Lorraine Price, 
81, said the council had 
agreed to remove a pile of 
sandstone which had gath¬ 
ered. 

“I suppose we will have to 
wait and see what the guide¬ 
lines are. I am not hopeful of 
anything happening in the 
near future if I’m honest.”

Both Capt Porter and Pc Bramley 
wanted to do something to ensure Capt 
Bowers’ widow Victoria and baby son 
Hugo had the financial support they 
needed. 

Cheers 

They decided to stage the 500km 
sponsored cycle which set off from the 
school to the cheers of students and 
teachers. 

Capt Porter and Pc Bramley, both 
aged 26, were joined on the challenge 


by 31-year-old Captain Paul Goddard, 
of the 2nd Battalion The Mercian Reg¬ 
iment. 

He served with Capt Bowers in 
Northern Ireland and Afghanistan. 

The challenge took the riders to the 
Defence Medical Rehabilitation 
Centre, Headley Court, Surrey. 

They then travelled to Lichfield 
where Capt Bower’s regimental head¬ 
quarters is based, before riding back to 
the school. 

The school has raised £3,200 for the 
Help for Hugo charity. The challenge 
will also raise funds for the Winston’s 
Wish charity, for bereaved children.

How John turns old 
matchsticks into art 


LEE WATTON watched artist 
John Hurley work on one of 
his astonishing models built 
only from matchsticks 


ARTIST John Hurley has just 
put the finishing touches to 
his latest unique work. 

Mr Hurley creates miniature models 
not from clay or stone, but from humble 
matchsticks - tens of thousands of them. 

And his latest creation is a model of a 
mechanical digger, made from no fewer 
than 250,000 matches. 

Mr Hurley, aged 70, who is from 
Dudley, has been working on the piece, 
which comes complete with moving 
shovel arms and doors, for just over a 
year. 

The talented former lorry driver and 
machine operator has even created a 
removable engine for the digger, again 
with fully working parts, housed in a 
compartment at the front of the model. 

And adding to the accuracy of the piece 
the wheels turn and the operator’s seat 
swivels around, just as it would in a real 
digger. 

Complete 

Mr Hurley, who lives in Dixons Green 
Road, said he had not counted the 
number of hours he had spent working on 
the model, but estimated it to be in the 
hundreds. 

“It is hard to keep track as sometimes 
I will work on a piece all day and then not 
touch it again for a week or so when I will 
begin again,” he said. 

“All-in-all the digger has taken me just 
over a year to complete. Other models 
take less time to make.” 

The digger is the latest in a long line of 
models Mr Hurley has created using only 
matches since he first took up the hobby 
at the age of 11. He started by creating 
tobacco tins for people in the area - cov¬ 
ering tins in matches of varied shapes 
and sizes to create different designs.

“I created a lot of the tins for people. 
When I was growing up a lot of people 
used to smoke so the used matches were 
certainly not in short supply,” he said. 

“After that it became an interest of 
mine and I started to look at what else I 
could create using matches. It has 
grown from there. ” 

He said his mother Florence had been 
supportive of her son’s talent, spending

hours sorting out matches of different 
sizes for him to use in his modelling 
work. 

Among the other models created by 
Mr Hurley over the years include a 
number of gypsy caravans of various 
sizes and designs. 

All of them have working lights and 
moveable wheels, and Mr Hurley has 
even created small tools, such as shovels 


and pick-axes which are attached to the 
side, again from matches. 

There are also model mangles, which 
people used to do their washing, with 
parts which move when a small handle 
on the side is turned. 

The caravans take Mr Hurley around 
six months to make in all. 

Mr Hurley said he had developed a 
number of his own techniques over the 
years, which he did not believe anyone 
else in the world used to create models of 
this kind. 

One technique involves creating tiny 
notches in matches with his thumbnail 
in order to bend them to create wheels 
and similar structures. 

Mr Hurley said he sells his models to 
people who want them - except for one 
gypsy caravan which he made for his wife 
Catherine. 

Generous 

“I made the JCB digger for someone 
but unfortunately that has fallen 
through so I would be happy to hear from 
anyone who wanted to buy it,” he said. 

At the moment he is repairing a cater¬ 
pillar digger he made some time ago 
which was purchased by someone in 
America. 

“Unfortunately when they got it there 
they dropped it so I have to piece it all 
back together again. It is quite compli¬ 
cated because this one has caterpillar 
tracks,” he said. 

So where does he get the tens of thou¬ 
sands of matches that he needs for his 
models? 

Mr Hurley said many generous people 
donated matches for him to use in his 
work, but he also thought nothing of 
picking up used ones he found lying in 
the street. 

“In fairness that is how it all started 
years ago when I was a boy gathering 
what matches I could,” he said. 

“It is a shame for them to go to waste 
when I can make them something with 
them.”

HIS freshness of heart and youth¬ 
fulness of spirit led him to love 
and sympathise, especially with 
young men in whose service he 
spent himself and for whose sake 
he counted not his life dear that 
he might win them to Christ.

Hundreds say farewell 
to stab victim Christina

THE heartbroken family of a 
16-year-old Black Country 
girl who was knifed to death 
on a bus said farewell to their 
“beautiful princess” at her 
funeral. 

Christina Edkins died from a single 
stab wound on a double-decker in 
Birmingham. She was on her way to sit 
a GCSE mock exam at Leasowes High 
School in Halesowen on March 7. 

Last weekend, hundreds of mourn¬ 
ers packed Birmingham Cathedral to 
say farewell to her. 

Her devastated parents Jason and 
Kathleen Edkins wrote on a card laid 
next to her coffin: “Our beautiful 
princess Christina, we will always miss 
you and you will live in our hearts 
forever, mummy and daddy xxx.” 


The couple also wrote a poem to their 
daughter. It read: “We love you more 
than anything, more than words can 
say, you meant the world to us, bring¬ 
ing happiness every day. 

“A daughter and sister, always in our 
heart, you will stay with us forever, 
even though we have to part. 

“A beautiful teenager, a princess 
through and through, even if you are 
not here, our thoughts will always be of 
you.” 

Comforted 

Paying tribute to Christina, her 
cousin Stephen Newby said: “We are 
devastated that she should have been 
taken away so senselessly and continue 
to try to come to terms with what has 
happened.

This 
death is very hard to bear and we ask 
all those who mourn the loss of this 
lovely and bright young woman to join 
us in prayer.”

Homes planned on site 
of old day care centre

NEW homes are planned to 
rise from the rubble of a 
former Stourbridge day care 
centre which closed seven 
years ago. 

The Audnam Centre in Audnam 
was closed by Dudley Council in 2006 
and then demolished three years ago. 

But new life could be breathed into 
the site after it was put up for sale for 
development with a price tag of 
£425,000. 

The land has planning permission 
attached to it for 10 new homes. 

Wolverhampton property consult¬ 
ants First City is marketing the site. 

Agent Phil McConnachie said: 
“Despite the site being on the market 
for only a couple of weeks, we’ve had 
good interest. 

“It is still early days and we are 
waiting for the first offer for the 
site.” 

Proposal 

The vendor of the site was given 
planning permission for the homes 
from Dudley Council in 2010. 

A second application is set to be 
submitted to extend the expiry date 
for the proposal, which at the 
moment is June this year. 

Approval was given as long as the 
developer contributes almost 
£40,000 toward nearby community 
services. 

Mr McConnachie said: “The 
current owner is not a developer, he 
bought the site and secured planning 
permission, but due to the tough eco¬ 
nomic climate he has not up until 
now put it up for sale. 

“We believe now the market has 
improved.” 

The Audnam Centre provided day 
care services for adults with learning 
disabilities. 

It was declared surplus to require¬ 
ments by Dudley Council. 


A CHURCH in Lye is celebrating its 
200th anniversary with a street art 
project. 

The project run by Christ Church, in 
Lye High Street, called 200 Years 
Together, includes a large canvas 
depicting the town.

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Hundreds of pay appeals 


by workers 

APPEALS by hundreds of council workers 
over plans to cut their pay have been put on 
hold after senior staff raised concerns. 

It has emerged that about eight of 93 
appeals heard so far may see Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council facing potential legal 
action. The eight are believed to create pay 
inequalities between men and women - 
waht the council is trying to remove in new 
pay arrangements known as “single status”. 

Under changes announced last year, 5,423 
staff will get a pay rise and 1,242 a cut from 
April 2014. More than 900 appeals have 
been lodged by those losing out. 

Keith Ireland, council strategic director 
for delivery, said: ““The council has 
addressed its historic pay liabilities and 
under no circumstances could the council 


are on hold 

sanction the creation of any new pay 
inequalities - this would not only be illegal 
but would also put the council at enormous 
financial risk at a time when we are already 
facing an unprecedented financial chal¬ 
lenge. 

“The conclusion of the review, which has 
the support of independent expert Sue Hast¬ 
ings and the trade unions, is that the 
appeals process to date has not been con¬ 
ducted with the necessary level of rigour.” 

Every council in the country has been 
forced to draw up new salary scales that pay 
men and women equivalent wages for equiv¬ 
alent work. Wolverhampton’s appeals are 
suspended until April 22 which means 
workers querying pay are now not likely to 
know the outcome until the autumn. 


Cafe plagued by litter 


A CAFE owner says he is at 
his wits’ end over the bags of 
rubbish being left outside the 
doors of his business in Brier- 
ley Hill and wants action 
taken. 

Jamie Owen owns Brier ley Sausage 
and has put up with the bags of house¬ 
hold waste turning customers off his 
business since he took it over on 
December 13, but now says he has had 
enough and took to Twitter to vent his 
frustrations over the situation at the 
premises, in High Street. 

He said some of the rubbish came 
from nearby flats and was dumped in 
front of his shop on a regular basis. 

Mr Owen, aged 23, said: “It’s not 


very nice having to ask customers to 
walk past full rubbish bags piled waist- 
high but there doesn’t seem to be much 
we can do about it.” 

What is even more frustrating for Mr 
Owen is that his cafe has a four-star 
hygiene rating from the council but the 
rubbish bags outside make would-be 
customers think otherwise. 

He said: “It’s definitely having a 
knock-on effect on my trade and it just 
looks awful having people see all that 
rubbish stacked up outside the cafe. 

“We take hygiene really seriously 
but since the first day we came here we 
had problems with the rubbish.” 

Mr Owen decided enough was 
enough and took to Twitter to vent his 
frustration while he waited for Dudley 
Council waste collectors to take away 


the latest rubbish. His anger was 
answered with numerous messages of 
support from locals and relief when the 
rubbish was finally collected. 

Brierley Hill Traders’ Association 
Shane Birch-Bastock said he had heard 
reports from a few other shops along 
the town’s High Street experiencing 
similar problems. 

He said: “We’ve had people using 
other people’s bins before and there 
have been arguments about that.” 

Councillor Judy Foster,, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing reports of litter in Brierley Hill 
our crews have collected from the area 
and officers are investigating the 
matter. “We take fly-tipping and litter¬ 
ing very seriously People can report lit¬ 
tering to:dudleycouncilplus@dudley.g 
ov.uk or by calling 0300 555 2345.

But the Black Country, 
which has much lower life 
expectancy rates, gets an 
average of £64 a year per 
person. 

Dudley will receive £59 
per head, Sandwell £66 and 
Wolverhampton £75.

No cause for celebration 
for the returning Doctor 


I f you’re a Doctor Who fan, 2013 is 
going to be a very big year indeed. 
November 23rd marks the 50th 
anniversary of the science fiction 
show, and the Beeb is pulling out all 
the stops to celebrate it. 

In the past, such events have been 
marked by special editions featuring 
previous actors to have played the 
Doctor, but show-runner Steven 
Moffat is giving away as little 
information this time around as he 
can get away with. 

Instead, he explains it’s in 3D 
(which we already knew anyway) and 
is going to be bigger and better than 
ever before. Frankly, if he’d said 
anything but that, we’d think he’d 
lost his marbles - OF COURSE it’s 
going to be amazing. But no matter 
how much we beg, Moffat won’t 
budge; what he will talk about (a bit 
anyway) are the new episodes 
heading our way. 

We’re about to see the second half 
of season seven, which began last 
autumn when Amy and Rory were 
still aboard the Tardis; seems a long 
time ago, doesn’t it? _ 


They’re now gone and the Doctor 
has been moping about the universe, 
although he did stop off in Victorian 
London to meet Clara, a fast-talking 
quick-witted young woman who 
seemed to die at the end of the 
Christmas special. But did she? 

Apparently not, because here she 
is, large as life again and living in 
modern-day London. 

In this week’s episode, she helps 
the Time Lord defeat wi-fi-dwelling 
villains who steal people’s souls. He 
then thinks she’d make the perfect 
companion, but she isn’t so sure. 
Obviously he twists her arm because 
she’s played by Jenna-Louise 
Colman, who we’ve already been told 
will be a regular in the series. 

Moffat was instrumental in casting 
Colman, and he’s pleased he did: “I 
think she fits in perfectly, brings a 
whole new side to Matt to the fore, 
and she’s sort of charming, flirtatious, 
lovely, and is discovering all those 
things about Doctor Who for the first 
time that we all know and making 
them therefore brand new. 

“She’s also, I think, a genuine star.” 


But what else can we expect to 
see over the coming weeks? 

“We’ve got returning monsters, 
we’ve got Ice Warriors and the 
Cybermen coming and some 
zombies creatures as well,” says 
Moffat. “We’ve got all of that and 
we’ve got a huge range of settings - 
we’ve got under the sea, we’ve got a 
fantastic alien planet, an adventure 
actually on the rings of the planet. 

“We’ve got Victorian Yorkshire, 
which I think everyone wants to see. 
And the Doctor’s biggest secret, 
revealed for real. We’re not kidding, 
we are actually going to do it, we’re 
going to reveal his biggest secret.” 

Hmmm... at last, a revelation of 
sorts - can’t wait for that. But what 
can it be? The Doctor’s real name? 
What happened to his long-lost 
granddaughter Susan, abandoned in 
London in 2150AD? 

Knowing Moffat, it’s all just a tease. 
But we’ll be gripped, like the rest of 
the nation, desperate to find out what 
happens next in the Doctor’s 
amazing adventures in space and 
time... _

Vauxhall supermini with combinations 



YOU could argue that Vauxhall is a bit late to 
the party when it comes to the fashion-led 
supermini segment dominated by the triumvi¬ 
rate of the Mini, the Fiat 500 and the Citroen 
DS3, but the Adam’s lateness might just be 
the making of it. 

Buyers in this lucrative part of the car market are looking 
for something different, and more specifically something 
they can make their own. 

With that in mind, try this on for size: the Adam comes in 
four billion possible combinations. Which is a lot.

There are around 60,000 different combinations for the 
exterior and about 80,000 for the inside, but since some 
combinations aren’t allowed for either stylistic or manufac¬ 
turing reasons, the 4.8 billion theoretical possibilities gets 
cut back a bit. 

As you sit in the dealership, you can choose to change 
more than you can on any other car, such as the dashboard 
finish and colour scheme, the head¬ 
lining style, coloured clips on the 
wheel spokes, steering wheel trim 
colour, door trim colour, front grille 
cross-member colour, wheel style, 
wheel colour, roof colour, body 
sticker style and colour, gear lever 
and handbrake lever finish and then 
colour, body paint colour, seat fabric 
type, engine choice, trim level and so 
on until you realise that it’s dark and 
all the sales staff have gone home. 

Ultimately, there will be 40 styles 
of wheel alone, before you move into 
wheel colours and clips. Expect the 
12 funkily named exterior colours 
such as Papa Don’t Peach, James 
Blonde, Buzz Lightgreen and I’ll Be 
Black to be expanded as well. Before 
too long, there might just be an 
Adam for every person on the planet. 

But if you prefer, you can just 
choose an ‘Extreme Pack’, which 
basically gives you a ready-made

design built from a combination of the available choices into 
a cohesive look. The choice is yours. 

On more familiar ground, there are three trim levels, but 
none will have any identifying badges, so no one will neces¬ 
sarily know whether any individual Adam is the cheapest 
but still well-equipped Jam, mid-range Glam or the sporty 
Slam. 

The engine under the bonnet will stay a secret too; from 
a choice of 1.2 and 1.4 petrols. There’s no diesel and there 
never will be according to Vauxhall.There’s just no demand 
for it in a car this small. And small it is, based on a shortened 
and heavily modified Corsa chassis. 

Responsive 

The larger engine is much more responsive than the 1.2, 
which feels a bit dim-witted at times compared to the gen¬ 
uinely sharp and lively character of the 1.4. 

It comes in two power outputs, but either will do the job 
nicely. The 1.4 is still lightweight too, which gives the Adam 
a lovely lightweight and nimble feel at the front wheels. It 
bites into turns as keenly as a vampire bat; all the more so 
with larger, wider wheels and tyres fitted. 

There’s not much body roll either. Strengthening work 
around the suspension has done wonders to keep the stylish 
little nipper flat and stable without denting its thoroughly 
likeable sense of chuckability. 

Even if you only potter around in it, there’s a certain 
sense of joie de vivre, which is partly thanks to the interior 
style and partly down to the well-judged balance between 
the way the steering, pedals and slightly notchy five-speed 
gearbox feel. 

It’s easy to drive and easy to enjoy, although on the motor¬ 
way the revs spin too high and it buzzes along a little out of 
its comfort zone. 

There’s not a massive amount of room in the boot. 
Although it’s relatively deep and you can squeeze a surpris¬ 
ing amount of soft baggage in, the pinching point where the 


rear seat backs and the load lip come closest is a bit of a 
barrier to getting bigger stuff or hard cases in. 

Vauxhall hasn’t been shy with the equipment on offer, but 
with all models blessed with alloy wheels, a chunky leather- 
covered steering wheel and colourful interiors, the actual 
equipment you get takes a back seat to the enjoyment and 
feel-good factor the car gives you. When was the last time 
automatic windscreen wipers made you grin like a fool 
anyway? 

Nonetheless, all the gear you could hope for is available, 
including a clever touchscreen ‘Intellilink’ interface that 
simply transfers your smartphone’s main functions to the 
display. 

The Adam might be late to the party, but it’s learned from 
its rivals and it moves the game on. 

Astonishing customisation potential in a great-looking 
starting package is likely to be a sizeable ace up the Adam’s 
sleeve.
